Defeats Nation’s Best 


In Madison Square 
Garden Track Meet 


Making his 1941 debut in New York’s famous 
Madison Square Garden, Salinas Junior College’s Har- 
old Davis streaked to a five yard victory in the 60 yard 


dash over the nation’s greatest, last Friday night. The 
time of 6.2 was just a mere tenth 
of a second off the world’s rec- 
ord. 

The victory was a great send- 
off for sophomore Harold who 
has just started the season which 
“many say will be his greatest 
year. He could not have made a 
better showing in his initial de- 
but, for by nearly cracking the 
world mark he _ knocked his 
“slow start fault’ into oblivion. 
He not only got off those blocks 
in a hurry in the final event but 
also in the three elimination 
heats. He won them all. 

Davis was also entered in the 
300 meter run at the Millrose 
Games but a stomach ailment 
caused Coach Bud Winter. to 
scratch him from this event. 
However, Coach Winter believes 
Harold has rested sufficiently 
and will be all set for the Bos- 
ton meet tomorrow night, Febru- 
ary 8 He will run in both a 
sprint and 300 meter run. 

After the Boston indoor meet 
next week, “‘the world’s fastest 
human” will return to Salinas 
and prepare for his favorite 
events on the cinders, the cen- 
tury. and furlong. 

While in New York Davis has 
talked on three nation-wide radio 
hookups. He has also been inter- |: 
viewed by many of the country’s | | 
greatest sports scribes, and many 
stories of his track prowess have 
been appearing in the great 
newspapers of that city, lately. 
(Incidentally “The _ Colliers” 
magazine of February 1 has a 
long story concerning Harold.) 

The track experts are at last 
aware that a sprinter is ‘‘on the 
way up” who looms to be great- 
er than the famous Jesse Owens 
whose marks were believed nev- 
er to be equalled. Salinas Jun- 
ior College’s Hal has. already 
tied one of these records, the 100 
in 9.4, and has just missed the 
world mark in the 220 yard dash 
as well as the 200 meter run. But 
the*1941 season is here, and Da- 
vis’ ambition is to smash, not tie, 
all of Owen's records.
